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(5) SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

One invention of the appealed claims directed to independent Claim 1 provides a 
lubricating oil composition (page 1, lines 5-6, and page 5, lines 2-4). The lubricating oil 
composition of the first invention comprises (a) a major amount of a base oil of lubricating 
viscosity (page 5, lines 4-6; page 9, lines 5-8; and page 10, line 4 through page 15, line 3); and 
(b) a minor deposit-inhibiting effective amount of a reaction product prepared by transesterifying 
at least one glycerol ester with at least one non-glycerol polyol ester (page 5, lines 18-22; page 8, 
lines 21-23 and page 12, line 15 through page 17, line 6). 

A second invention of the appealed claims directed to independent Claim 15 provides a 
lubricating oil composition (page 1, lines 5-6, and page 5, lines 9-10). The lubricating oil 
composition of the second invention comprises (a) a major amount of a base oil of lubricating 
viscosity (page 5, lines 9-10; and page 9, line 1 through page 10, line 4 through page 15, line 3); 
and (b) a minor deposit-inhibiting effective amount of a reaction product of at least one first 
polyol ester of the general formula: 
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wherein R 1 , R 2 and R 3 are independently aliphatic hydrocarbyl moieties having 4 to about 75 
carbon atoms; and at least one second polyol ester of the general formula: 
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wherein x and y are the same or different and are integers from 1 to 6, R 4 and R 5 are 

independently aliphatic hydrocarbyl moieties having 4 to 24 carbon atoms and R 6 and R 7 are 

independently hydrogen, an aliphatic hydrocarbyl moiety having 1 to 10 carbon atoms or 
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wherein z is an integer from 0 to 6 and R 8 is an aliphatic hydrocarbyl moiety having 4 to 24 
carbon atoms (page 5, line 10 through page 6, line 8; and page 15, line 4 through page 21, line 5).
